Me was Aesietant United States Attorney for the Eastern 
District of Mew York in 1986 and 1987, From 1927 to 1989, he was 
special assistant to'the Attorney Ueneral in the Anti-Trr.st 
Division, He served as general counsel for the Federal jiadio 
Cemmieeion in 1989, from 1949 to 2951, he served as advisor 
te John J, McCloy, former United States Sigh Co>?,m.issioner for 
Crsrmkny, 

He is a member of the law firm of Webster, Sheffield 
and Horan, 15 Broad Street, Mew York City, Mr, Webster is now 
counsel for ’’The fund for the Republic" which was established 
by the Ford Foundation in the latter part of 1958, Paul 
Hoffman is chairman of the board, Webster is currently 
President of the Bar Association of the city of Mew York*

It is pointed out that Professor SUTHERLAND has been frequently contacted 
by Special Agents of the Boston Division and has proved especially 
cordial, cooperative and productive in applicant-type investigations. 
There is no derogatoiy information concerning SUTHERLAND in Boston 
indices. 

Professor SUTHERLAND stated he would provide all possible information 
concerning the Fund for the Republic to a Bureau representative inasmuch 
as he planned to make all his facilities and materials available to the 
Bureau at all times for its purposes and had hoped he could work out a 
kind of liaison with the Bureau in the matter of compiling an exhaustive 
bibliography of publications issued by the Communist Party, USA, through 
the years, 

SA SULLIVAN advised SUTHERLAND that th;Ls was a policy matter which would 
necessarily be handled by the Bijreau at Washington, SUTHERLAND stated 
he recognized this and then stated that any aid the Bureau could give 
would be tremendously appreciated, no matter how small, 

SUTHERLAND stated the Fund for the Republic is an organization set by 
the Ford Foundation to make a study of the various public records con¬ 
cerning the Conmunist Party and the philosophy of Communism in the 
United States and from it write a comprehenj>ive histo:)^ of American 
Conmunism, The fund is headed by CLEFFC^if^ASE, former Republican 
representative from New Jersey, and has as counsel. Attorney BEHIDEL 
MATTHM^WBSTER, 1$ Broad Street, New lork City, 

SUTHHILAND stated that while Communism itself is and has been a truly 
important factor in the United States for thirty odd years, and will 
continue to cause trouble here in the years to come, the aaount of sound 
and serious scholarship devoted to this topic in the United States is 
pitiably small. Detached and impersonal scholars have not subjected 
Communism to the scholarly research necessary to evolve ways and means of 
combatting this phenomenon. Professor SUTHERLAND feels that too many 
individuals in the academic field have been "softhearted and softheaded" 
about Conmunism and have been misled by Communist propaganda, A research 
work which contains the actual record of Communist activities, one vdiich 
is scholarly and factual, and which will be available to scholars every¬ 
where, represents an effective method of proving to these scholars their 
approach to Communism has been childish. It is the aim of the Fund to 
make such a record available. 
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In general, the Ftmd plans the followings 

(A) Compile an exhaustive bibliography 

(B) Bixild up a microfilm library of materials not generally available 
to individual scholars. 

(C) CojiQ}lete a digest of the Communist record in the United States, the 
Communist Party organization and its doctrines. 

SUTHHILAND stated the Fund would be interested in obtaining information 
i^om the following sources: 

(A) Public Proceedings 

(1) State or Federal 

(a) Executive authorities 

(b) Legislative authorities 

(c) Judicial authorities 

(B) Legislative: 

(1) Publications issued by congressional committees. 

(C) Executive 

(1) BROWMEIiL V. the Communist Party 

(2) State and federal loyalty boards 

(3) School boards 

(D) Judicial 

(1) State and federal court proceedings. 

Presently SUHiERLAND*s staff is contacting thousands of American cities 
in an effort to ascertain whether local ordinances relating to Communism 
are or have been "on the books.” The results will be compiled and 
reported.

He also pointed out that if the Bureau wished to talk to Father SNEE 
directly at Washington about this project. Father SNEE would be in a 
position to amplify the information sei; out herein. 


He mentioned also that Attorney Genera]. BROWNELL was made cognizant of 
this project by letter in early February, 193U, and that several of the 
U, S, Supreme Cotirt Justices are likewi.se cognizant of the project 
inasmuch as an unidentified justice wsu3 instrumental in providing the 
coB 5 )lete testimony (16,000 pages) in tlie Dennis case to the Fund. 

Specifically, Professor SUTHERLAND wishes to know whether the Bureau would 
talk to himself or Mister CORKER with a view to establishing whether the 
Bureau would make available material for the projected bibliogxa phy. 

He stated he wishes to do nothing whicli would jeopardize the identity of 
the Bureau sources which originally provided the pan^hlets, magazines and 
books necessary for the bibliogrs?)hy. He would welcome an opportunity 
to discuss the matter with the Director, if necessary. 

Professor SUTHERLAND made available his copy of a lU9-page publication 
entitled, '’Report of the Committee on the 'Communist Record'" which the 
Bureau may consult while arriving at a decision in this matter. It need 
not be returned, 

Boston feels that the project as outlined by Professor SUTHERLAND has 
great intrinsic value but, more important, can, in the future, be of 
tremendous value both to the Bureau and Department especially as so-urce 
material in the preparation of briefs against the Communist Party, 
Likewise, SUTHERLAND hopes the Bureau, as the leading integral part in 
the fight against Communism, will give serious consideration to making 
available information to a project which is scholarly, conservative and 
non-Communist infiltrated. 

Boston feels likewise that the Central Research Division might be 
interested in the Fund project as an aid in its work. The fund's 
findings will be made available to Central Research for any of its 
projects, SUTHERLAND stated.

Mr. Tracv^/?alled and sjtajtied that a very close personal . v IC- i 
friend of his was Lyir^^afXong of the^ommerce Clearing House of Chicago. ^ > -f 
The Commerce Clea^ng House is a law book publishing concern, which 
entered into a contract with the Ford Foxindation whereby for the sum of . 
$300,000, the Commerce Clearing House would collect all security regulations 
except those pertaining to the Federal Loyalty Program and the Federal 
Employees Security Program, which regvilations would then be published. 

This would include Atomic Energy Commission regulations, regulations of 
private industry and so forth. As part of the contract, after printing the 
regulations, they would send a copy to those on the mailing list of the 
Commerce Clearing House. The Commerce Clearing House was then to 
furnish the Ford Foundation with a copy of the mailing list. Tracy's friend 
thought this was rather unusual and regarded this as a matter of considerable 
suspicion, 

Tracy was approached by Ids friend who had previously asked 
him where he could possibly go for the regulations. Tracy thought he should 
refer Long to Pat Coyne, National Security Council, with the thought in mind that 
Pat Coyne would advise the Bureau of any regulations furnished and so forth.

The Boston Division on March 5 and 17, 1954, advised the Bureau 

I that Sutherland, a staff member of the Fund for the Republic, had 
inquired whether the Bureau could make available certain material to be 
used by the Fund in the preparation of an exhaustive bibliography of 
publications issued by the Communist Party, USA, through the years, He 
stated that the Fund was also going to make a study of various public 
records concerning the Communist Party and the philosophy of Communism 
in the United States and from it write a comprehensive history of 
American Communism, In addition to the above projects, Sutherland stated 
the Fund was going to build up a microfilm library of materials not 
generally available to individual scholars (presumably concerning Communism,

The Fund has been having these case histories collected 
since December 6, 1954. On December 21, 1954, Yarmolinsky stated 
that the survey is an attempt to collect a substantial number of 
cases covering not only the Federal Employees Security Program 
but the industrial security program, port security and other phases 
of security. He said the survey would be nationwide in scope;' 
would be aided by lawyer-interviewers in key cities; would take 
about six months and cover ^'several hundred cases"; and will provide 
"essential fact-finding material which any commission is going to 
need as part of the basis for its recommendations." According to 
Yarmolinsky, the data collected will show what actually transpired \ 
in each case, what procedural difficulties were encountered, and
